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On August 19, 1922, a slender lad 
ef fourteen uneventful birthdays walked 
into the “Y” office and paid a $1.00 as 
the first payment on a years membership 
privilege. The revords sb w that he evi- 
dently did not enjoy the “privileges” very 
much for it was not long after he had 
paid his second installment before hi 
ceased to darken the door of the Boys’ 
Lobby. 

Time passed on until the Boy’s Work 
Director met this dull, slow individual at 
Sunday School and asked him what was 
the -matter with the “Y". After a short 
conversation he promised to try it out 
again—and he did. 

The records read that at the close of 
his first year un the Y. M. C. A. Record: 
he had earned his second year’s membec- 
ship fee “for service rendered” and hav- 
ing discovered the real joy of Y. M. C. A. 
service he took a new and deeper inter- 
est in membership privileges. 

Just before the expiration of his first 
membership ticket, Charles Brantley had 
the privilege of attending the “Y"” Sum- 
mer Camp, where he actually discovered 
himself. The Campers “shocked” the 
boys back home with stories of “Dish Rag 
Charlie, the clown of the Camp.” Since 
that time he has been bright, cheerfu,, 
self- reliant and above all a lover of ser- 
vice to others. 

In the fall of his second year in the 
“Y" he was allowed to enter-the special 
Leaders Training Class and made such a 
record as to recommend him as an ap- 
prentice leader. He assumed the roll of a 
Midget Club and soon became a regular 
teader at the close of the year he was 
given the award for faithful service. 

Brantley was elected to the Boys’ Ex 
ecutive Council during the spring of 1924 
and is still serving as its Secretary «nd 
was one of the first assistant Cabin Cap.
